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THE YANGKINGPANG.

We have received from the Muni- 
cipal Council and publish this 
morning some very _ interesting 
correspondence on the subject of 
culverting the Yangkingpang, and we 
feist sure that the majority of those 
wlno read Mr. McBain’s letter and the 
dosuments accompanying it will come 
to a very different conclusion on the 
sgabject to that arrived at by the 
Council, We have more than once 
sin these columns urged on the Coun- 
zil that the transformation of the 
filthy open sewer known as the Yang- 
kingpang into a boulevard is one of 
the most imperative duties before us, 
and the fact that the French Muni- 
cipality, with so much smaller interests 
than those of this Municipality, should 
offer to pay half the expense of the 
work, is an extra reason why it should 
be undertaken as soon as possible. It 
isof much more pressing importance 
than the provision of roads far in the 
western suburb, which for some years 
will only be used by a few riding 
men and bicyclists, We have always 
urged that’ new roads should be 
secured whenever the opportunity 
offers; but where our resources are 
limited, more pressing work should 
be undertaken before that which is 
of less immediate necessity; and we 
believe that there is no work now 
open to us of more importance to the 
health of the community, besides the 
other savantages it offers, than the 
culverting of the Yangkingpang, 

The French Municipal 
have been urging this work for nearly 
forty years; and’ the following para- 
graphs headed “Dredging the Yang- 

kingpang,” appears in the Anglo- 
American Council's Report for 
1898:— 

“The Council is of opinion that 
ultimate economy would result if the 
creek were culverted and filled in and 
a broad thoroughfare made along its 
line at the joint expense of the two 
Municipalities. This view is shared

<tmerican Diplomacy in the Orient. By 
John W. Foster, author of * A Century of 
American Diplomacy" Boston and New 
York: Houghton, Miflin & Co.. 1903, 8vo, 
pp 498. 

The author of this work has enjoyed 
exceptional opportunities for first-hand 
knowledge of the subjects of which he 
treats, both by reasun of long connection 
with the State Departmentat Washington, 
and in virtue of the numerous and 
diplomatic commissions which have been 
entrusted to him, His former work on 
the zeneral course of American Diplomucy 
is now fitly followed by this special one, 
wh’ch at ovee takes its place as a complete. 
authoritative, and eminently satisfactory 
sketch of the highly divers topies brought. 
under view. The general arrangement is 
naturally chronological, the two earliest 
chapters being devoted to * Early European 
Relations with the Orient,” and Amores 
First Intercourse,” which began suprisingly 
early nftor the ‘entrance of the Republiv 
into the “Family of Nations Chapter 
IIT gives a compendium of the conditions 
and events relating to “The First Chinese 
“Treaties,” followed later (Ch. VII) by “The 
Crumbling Wall of China,” and (Ch, VITT 
by a narrative of “Chinesc Immigration an 
Exclusion.” The later history of the re- 
lations is embodied in the final chapter, 
on “The Spanish War : Its Results” The 
fifth chxpter narrates the “Opening of 
Japan,” the next chapter. its * Trans- 
formation,” and chapter X its “ Knfra 
chisement.” One chapter is given to ‘ 
dependent Hawaii,” and a later one to its 
annexation. One to ‘Corra and Its 
Neigh! ours,” and one to the squabble over 
Samoa, in which the United States wan. 
dered far away from its traditional policy 
basel_on the advice ef Washington to 
avoid “entangling alliances.” ‘Thedifficulty 
in reality was that conditions had changed 
since the days of the “Father of his 
Country," and it was both a political and 
a psychological impossibility to keep al- 
together free from unpleasant complications 
which are one of the penalties that we all 
have to pay for living in a World which 
has other residents than ourselves. Coming 
to the part of the book of most im- 
mediate interest to those of us who live in 
the Far East, it is proper to remark that 
Mr. Foster's ‘discussion shows no ~igns of 
partiality, partisanship, or anything but 
the fairest and broadest views. Ab the 
same time it is probably impossible to com. 
pose a book of this sort at which some one 
shall not (figuratively or literally) turn up 
his nose, for the reason that what Herbert 
Spencer calls “The Bies of Patriotism” 
generslly toomuch for us, An American will 
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find in these pages the desirable certainty 
that the youngest of the nations “chipped 
in” at just the right time ; that her diplo- 
mats, while many of them untrained and 
inexperienced, had a level head and large 
st.ck of common-sense and adaptation to 
difficult situations, and that in a number 
of cases they got there when failure might 
readily have been predicted. This is 
especially the case with the Perry Treaty 
in Japan, which despite some later efforts 
to belittle it, was one of the remarkable 
achievements of a remarkable cenvury, 
celebrated as such by the Japanese them- 
selves, and made by a ssilor, instead of # 
diplomat, If the American who reads this 
book is clear-headed and straightforward, 
he will claim that his country has made a 
good showing in many lands and on_many 
occasions. He will lad that twice an 
unjustly extorted indemnity was politely 
returned (after having been kept for.» term 
of years), to the great joy of the recipients, 
while the wicked British, French, and 
Kicknpoos kept. theirs to this day. | He 
will rejoice that it was the Americans that 
stood by the Japanese in their fight for 
their rights (after having made the first 
treaty which deprived the Japanese of 
them), wanted to let them fix their own 
tariff, and thirsted to get under their legal 
jurisdiction, whereas the sinful Britishers, 
French, Kickapoos, et al. absolutely refused 
to let them off, and might have stuck out 
re 'this day, had not the war with China 
re. the Japanese upon a lofty pedestal from 
which it was not so easy to dislodge them.

Taxing Ship's Scores 
By a cable recently to band, it is 
announced that the appeal of the P. & 0. 


Company against the Commissioner of 
Customs bas been dismissed with costs 
by the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. ‘This decision therefore means 
that the right of the Commonwealth to 
collect duty” on ship's stores used whilst 
in Federal waters has been sustained. 
Soon after the Custom Act came ito 
operation, tho oversea companies doing 
business in Australia determined to test 
the validity of the act. Accordingly in 
November, 1900, tho captain ot the 
P. & O. steamer Oceana leit Sydney with 
his stores duly sealed up. On arrival in 
Melbourne the seals were found to bave 
been broken en route, ‘The Customs De- 
partment took proceedings against the 
Captain, and by consent the case was 
submitted to che Full Court, 

that tho Act was valid. Captain Gadd, 
tho nominal defendant, appealed from 
this decision to tho Privy Council. 
Pending the hearing of the case Captain 
Gadd died, and the company became the 
nominal defendant. Tho Commonwealth 
retained Mr. Asquith, K. C., on its bebalf. 
Costs amounting to £1,000 have been 
given against the P. & O. Company.

THE TRANS-SIBERIAN ROUTE 
TO EUROPE

I rea in yonr columns a long account 


of a journey from Europe to China by the 
Trans-Siberian Railway and as the 
particulars given were, in some respects, 
different from my experiences on a trip 
by the same rome from Shanghai to Lon- 
don in June, it has struck me that a 
brief note as to what a traveller may 
now expect at the present time would be 

interest to your readers and also save 
me writing details to many friends who, 
before I left. Shanghai, asked for an ac- 
count of the journey. 

Leaving Foochow Road jetty at 9a.m. 
on June 7th, a miserable little launch 
took us down the river to the str. 
Mongolia on board which we started for 
Dalny punctually at 10 a.in. and arrived 
at 1 p.m. on the following evening, slept 
on board and proceeded into Dalny 
exet morning in droskies. The Hotel 
Dalny is not of much account but 
& new building is being erected which 1 
was told would remove any cause of com- 
plaint as to hotel accommodation in the 
town, 

‘Au English friend who speaks Russian 
finently gave us valuable advice and 
assistance in the engaging of berths on 
the train and as the carriages on the 
train from Lake Baikal to Moscow were 
of the same pattern as those from Dalny 
to Lake Baikal, J will describe them more 
fully now so as to save repetition. 

First. and secon’ class sleeping com- 
partments are obtainable, the former 
containing two and the latter four berths, 
with a corridor two feet wide running the 
whole length of the cars, which are con- 
nected by the ustal flexible hood. The 
berths ore all arranged in pairs, one above 
the other, and the upper one can be 
lowered to form a hack to the lower one 
used as a seat, if need be. I think the 
difference in accommodation between a 
first and second class compartment can 
be described to a ‘Shanghailander by 
comparison with houseboats, the first 
class being compared to a smail two berth 
boat and the second to a much larger 
boat with four berths. 




















‘The difference between first and second 
class fare between Dalny and Mos- 
cow is about £10, and my travel- 


ling companion and I were glad we 
took our Dalny  friend’s advice and 
travelled second class for this, the main, 
portion of the journey, as during the 
12} days in the trains between Dalny and 
Moscow we never saw more than three 
passengers in a second class compartment 
and had one to ourselves except for 
portions of two nights when a short dis- 
tanee passenger was put in We 
were therefore able to keep with us as

but missing plugs to wash-hand basins 
(the basins by the way were never cleaned 
by the attendants) ind frequent lack of 
water, made a wash a penance rather 
than a pleasure. Tne dining-saloon and 
kitchen occupied positions nearest the 
engine. On the whole the food was sub- 
stantial and reasonably cheap, 3 roubles 
rer dey, exclusive of wines, being our 
average expenditure. Wines are some- 
what oxpensive and whisky a rarity at 
half a ronble (1s. 1d.) per liqueur g! 
(Mem. Take your own.) American beer 
was obtainable at about double Shanghai 
price and, fortunately for us, the stock 
of this soon ran out and we had to falt 
back on Russian beer which proved excel- 
lent and only one third the price. 

The attendance in the dining-saloons 
as far as Moscow was abominable, the 
waiters very dirty, not dressed in any 
uniform, out at elbows and heels and 
xenerally giving one the impression they 
did not know what they were there to do. 

J may say that the cars in which we 
travelled were not nearly as elaborately 
fitted as sme we passed en route. 

Numerous stops at stations enable 
passengers to buy milk and eggs if they 
care to undertake the whole or part of 
their own catering, and ample opportuni- 
ties are afforded’ for taking meals at 
station refreshment rooms where a variets 
of dishes can be found. 

‘As regards language, Russian is, of 
course, predominant as far as tho Ger- 
man border, though some train officials 
speak Gorman and French. An English- 
man who can speak none of these 
ianguages should not hesitate to take » 
small English-Russian phrase book which 
will be found of great nso even if only 
to point to items as occasion arises 

AIL money for the journey should be 
in hand at starting as there are difficultios 
in the way of replenishing one’s supply 
on the way even when carrying a letter 
of credit. We found no difficulty in 
passing Russian money in Germany, and 
in Belgium, and in France a reasonable 
exchange ean he got at the more impor- 
tant stations. 

Travellers by this route should take 
their own soap, towels, mirror and 
Keatings,” and unless they bave a liking 
r Russian cigarettes, a supply of tobacco 
nd cigars sufficient. to last for the whole 
journey. It is hardly necessary to say 
that the older one’s clothes are the better, 
as a good deal of dust, inseparable from 
railway travelling, is sure to be met with 
and any old garments are much appre- 
ciated hy platelayers and others on the 
line. 

The Customs officials at the Russi 
German, Belgian, and French frontiers 
were ali execedingly polite and never 
asked to see the contents of our baggage. 

The speed of the trains from Dalny tc 
the borders of Russia was very slow vary 
ing between 15 and 30 miles per hour, 
the latter very rarely being reached. On 
the continent the speed frequently reach- 
ed 50 miles. ‘The Russian “verst”’ is 
equal to two-thirds of an English mile 
Telegraph posts in Manchuria, Siberia 
ind Russia are placed one-twentieth of 
verst or one-thirtieth of a mile apart 
so that the speed of the train can easily

From all accownts the month of June 
is the best time to travel and we were 
farticularly fortuate with the weather, 
only having one wet day which did not 
inconvenience us in the least. The

monatonous, there are stretches of very 
fine scenery especially among the Kinghan

As to the “small consideration” reported 
as actually expended by the “Three 
Sportsmen,” T will say that Tam surprised 
at any such expense. 

Leaving the “Bridge of the Smoky Hills,” 
five miles above Foochow, on the morning 
launch, one reaches Cuikan at about four 
o'clock in the afternoon 

imum fare on either of these 
launches is fifty cents per man, the same 
being charged for each burden of from 
eighty to one hundred pounds. The trip 
from Cuikan to Kuchéng is eight, possibly 
ten, hours by chair. ‘These chains are 
cartied by three coolies at ou expense of 
eighty cents cach, burden bearer at same 
rate. 

‘The average trip from Foochow to Ku 
cheng should be made from, o'clock 
in the morning of the first. day. until four 
or five o'clock in the afternoon of the 
second day, though it can be made in 
shorter time. Now, at this rate, the entire 
trip can be accomplished in 36 hours, at 
a mnaximum expense of $5 70 per man, in- 
cluding man and burden 

From Kucheng chair coolies and burden 
bearers can be had at the rate of 30 cents 
per day each, for a tripof any number of 
fays. This, T think, is the ‘small con- 
sideration ” referred to in the ‘ Foochow 
Echo” some weeks since 

T consider these sportsmen very for- 
tunate indeed in being able to buy 
chickens atany price, for I have on two 
occasions visited the’ territory above men- 
tioned, and found it impossible to purchase 
either a chicken or duck, but I certainly 
could not consi ler this as an unfriendly act 
on the part of the natives 

Nor do I think it strange that these 
natives should be afraid to beat the bush 
where there has been so much actual suffv 
ing in this infested region.

Sm,—With reference to your extract 
ex “Foochow Echo,” re our tiger- 
experience in K‘uchéng, we quite agree 
with the editor, that we came back much 
wiser; however, in addition to that we 
might have been successful, if the in- 
formation given in the letter and publish- 
ed in your paper of 18th July had been 
more correct, also if we really had re- 
ceived that support, which more or less 
clearly was promised in the publication. 

To any further enterprising sportsmen 
we would gladly give exact details, but 
will mention just a few facts here. 

To travel ftom Foochow to K‘uchéng, 
Tutack, takes 2} days equal to 51 hours 
and not 30 hours; finally arrived at the 
spot, we found the natives indeed willing 
to help us by beating the country, but 
in such a lazy and cowardly way, that 
we pretty soon saw, that this usual Indian 
method of hunting the tiger in the jungle 
would never do here. We therefore tried 
to bring the tigor to a kill; however, for 
us three sportsmen only two goats could 
be procured and with so much loss of 
time, that this idea had to be partly aban- 
doned too. 

dust let us be clear. ‘The Chinese there 
did not treat us as friends, but_as a good 
prey, and we never saw anything of the 
promised victuals, but. had to pay for the 
only two chickens we could get $1.75. 

‘The travelling expenses from Foochow 
to Tutack and back, as far as Chinese 
Inbour is concerned, ran up to the “small 
consideration” of $113. If this ean be 
called “the small consideration ” verball 
mentioned by the writer of your previons 
letter, we wonder what the usnal prices 
would be! 

Never mind, however, 1 nd 
trouble; we after all had’ a jolly good 
holiday, and the country around there is 
simply ‘beautiful, just like Switzerland ; 
of course no snow. But if the natives 
in such a fine district do not know man- 
ners, it will be their own fault if they 
are annoyed by the tiger for some time

Here also South 
Africa is one of the principal markets. 
‘The poliey of trusting the Boers and other 
subjects ‘which the British Government 
has wisely adopted and the exceedingly 
mild restrictions that huve been placed 
on the importation of sporting guns have 
not only encouraged the good-will of 
Great Britain's newest subjects but led 
to a keen demand for British arms. ‘The 
Birmingham maker bas always looked to 
this opening, which is at present yieldi 
business almost beyond expectation: 
weapons most in inquiry are good second- 
quality guns at a moderate price. ‘The 
Boer knows ho cannot. get a reliable gun 
without paying for it; and the cheap 
Belgian-made article has no attraction 
for him. But Australia is also a good 
customer just now. ‘That country is slow= 
ly recovering from the prolonged drought 
which so seriously diminished its pur- 
chasing power, and the gun trade is one 
of the first to feel the improvement. New 
Zealand is buying with tolerable freedom, 
ond India and Japan are also good cus. 
tomers; while makers of high quality 
sporting guns, generally mare to speci- 
fications, get a fair share of work from 
continental countries, South America, 
and the United States. British North 
America has also taken of lati 
supplies of sporting guns. 


In some branches of hardware the trade 
of Birmingham is still good, though in 
most it is for the time depressed. “In 
certain cheap lines of hollow-ware both 
Germany and America beat us in rates, 
but in best qualities and specialities Great 
Britain—which in this case means almost 
wholly Birmingham—holds her own.”” 
The general export trade in jewellery is 
undoubtedly bad, and the home trade is in 
no better condition. However, “ English 
Jewellery is finding increasing favour 
with the natives of India, and both Japan 
and China have in the space of the last 
year or two materially expanded their 
orders.

| SPIRIT. 
| (cosrerscrep.) 


There has recently occurred a célebra- 
tion in commemoration of the French Re- 
volution. This arouses some retlections 
on the revolutionary spirit, Revolutions 
may be condemned, but they have none 
the less occurred “in all nations and 
among all peoples. They may not alw: 
be successfull, but they have generally in- 
Cicated a spirit of progress. If successful, 
they have afterwards been applauded ; iF 
unsuccessful, they may continue to’ be 
denounced. It ‘was John Stuart Mill, 
who, in speaking of the French Revoiu. 
Won, gave utterance to this generalisn- 










tion, “All political revolutions, not 
effected by foreign conquest, originate 
in moral revolutions subver- 
sion of established institutions 1 


merely one consequence of the previous 
subsersion of established opinions. ‘The 
Political revolutions of the last three 
centuries were but a few outward mani- 
festations of a moral revolution, which 
dates from the great breaking-loosé of 
the human faculties commonly described 
as ‘the revival of letters, and of which 
he main instrument and agent was the 
invention of printing.”

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If we should examine Chinese history we 
would find an equally large number of 
lerolutions, ;enerally resulting in a 
change of dynasty. In fact, most of the 
Serolutions have been against one set of 
Tulers in favour of an entirely new set. 
The present dynasty has succeeded re 
markably well in holding its own against 
Uisaffection, discontent, insurrection, re- 
Solution. ‘The Taiping rebellion, or, as 
jt could rightfully be termed, the Taiping 
revolution, was a critical event for the 
Tule of the Manchus. If it had not been 
for. the aid of English and American 
ifficers, with the support of all forcign 
Powers, the Imperial troops would pro- 
bably have been overcome. There have 
teen those who have thoucht that it 
might have been a wise thing, if the 
Taipings had been allowed to fight out 
their own battles. During the uprising 
‘of 1900, in view of the outrages which 
took place against foreigners, there was 
‘a wide-spread fecling that the Manchus 
had put the halter on their own necks, 
‘and that cither foreign Powers would 
find themselves compelled to step in and 
rule the country, or the Chinese them- 
solves should he allowed to rise up in re 
Yolt against the Manchus. ‘The only con- 
hideration against the last. suggestion 
was the fact that the Chinese themselves 
Joined with the Manchus for the exter- 
mination of foreigners. 


For years it bas been known that a wide- 
spread desire has existed among the Chi- 
nese to establish an independent Chinese 
Government with Manchuria and Mon- 
golia left out. Many foreigners hare 
Stood opposed to the carrsing out of this 
desire, not beesuse they thought the 
desire’ was a bad ‘one, but because they 
Srere convinced that there was no special 
difference in in ‘and ability between 
Chinese officisls and Manchu officials. 
Tt is a fact, however, that, especially since 
1900, snd with the growing burdens 
Blaced upon the people, the Chinese havo 
more than ever groaned within themselves 
for relief from their corrupt and reac- 
tionary rulers, and sometimes their 
groans have become very audible. For- 
€igners hare been accustomed to express 
no hope in the way of reform, peaceful 
and educational, from the present rézime. 
Intelligent Chinese, officials as well as 
merchants and students, when consulted 
privately, have confessed that they had 
no hope for improvement, and hare 
rometimes given voice to their wish that 
the Chinese should establish » Chinese 
government. 


All this is of course dangerous. Those 
who go into more than revolutionary 
thoughts must be ready to toke the con- 
sequences, if they should be found out, 



























or. if they should fail. Revolution 
will be "idolised, if they — stcceed : 
they will be denounced, if they fail. 


Tt is no idle thing to plot a revolution ; 
it is no easy thing to carry one out success- 
fully. It may be doubted whether. as a 
matter of practicability, the Chinese 
should indulge themselves in revolufion- 
ary plots. A revolution to-day could not 
be carried out with the same case that 
the Taipings carried out their schemes. 
There are inevitable complications with 
foreign Powers to arouse, as soon as a 
revolution makes any head-w: The 
Chinese have no chance to establish a 
Government for themselves. They might 
as well bow to the inevitable and let 
things drift. 

‘The evidence that as been presented 
‘egainst certain persons, spoken of as the 
“Supao” case, may be defined as mutiny, 
as libel, as nonsense, or madness, acco 
ing as the legal experts may take a 
fancy. What these men have said in 
Frint is what thousands have probably 
said in conversation. Tt may be taken 
for granted that the vast mass of the

These men probably suppos 
ed that they were safe under foreign 
jurisdiction, whero they thought that 
ircedom of the Press, a very indeGnito 
idea in their minds, held sway; whether 
they have concluded aright or not remains 
to be seen. If any of tho men who havo 
been arrested should be handed over to 
the Chinese officials outside our Settle- 
ments, the Tepetation for justice of 
foreign rule will be damaged. So long 
as there is a Settlement for foreigners, 
a municipality, and foreign rulers within 
these limits, and so long as Chinese are 
allowed to reside here as a different placo 
from their own towns and under their 
‘own rulers, so long will it be mecessary 
for that protection to be given, which is 

iven in Chinese territory under 
Chinese rule. Every one will see that 
the men who hare been arrested would 
not have written or printed in Peking or 
Hankow or any other city what they have 
published in these Settlements of Shany- 
hai. They supposed that another juris- 
diction existed here, and they spoke and 
wrote accordingly. ‘It will at least: be 
interesting to ch the outcome of tho 
“Supao” case, and to learn therefrom 
what aro the real thoughts of the Chinese 
people, and, we may say, of Chinese 
scholars. The case is probably the most 
important one that has ever been tried 
witbin our limits.
